Opponents of the flexibility 
provisions of the bill contend they 
are unconstitutional, because, th ey1 
declare, 
they 
delegate 
legislative 
powers to an administrative body 
not responsible to the electorate. 
There Is a weight 
of 
aupreme 
court precedent w hich weakens this 
point of objection. T he court up ­ 
held, in the H am pton case of 1028. 
the constitutionality of the flexibil­ 
ity provisions in the present tariff 
act, which give the President power 
to alter a tariff duty by not more, 
than 50 per cent; to change the* 
classification of an article for rate j 
fixing; and to use American valua- j 
tion instead of foreign m arket valu ( 
atlon for ad valorem rates upon j 
an article. This power may b«* used , 
In cooperation with the tariff com­ 
mission. or alone in cases of rate 
changes. 
The flexibility provisions in the 
pending bill are essentially the sam e 
as those in the existing bill, as far 
as those points which have been de­ 
clared constitutional are concerned. 
tTiere is, however, no lim it to the 
degree of tariff change which may 
be proclaimed and the pro: .dent is 
given 00 days in which to approve 
or 
disapprove 
changes 
In 
rates, 
classification, or bases of valuation 
recommended by the tariff commis­ 
sion. If within that period he has 
not taken any action, they go into 
effect autom atically. 
T he unanimous 
opinion oi the 
suprem e court in the H am pton ca ; , : 
w ritten by the late W illiam Howard 
Taft, held that the flexibility pro­ 
visions of the tariff act of 1922 did 
not constitute a delegation of con­ 
gressional authoritv. but am ounted 
to establishm ent of regulations u n ­ 
der which that authority m ight be 
exercised in other word?.’, congress 
had the right to lay down general 
rules under which the tariff com 
mission was to proceed, and then 
delegate to it the 
application 
of 
those 
rules 
to 
particular 
cases. 
There is no question of the con­ 
stitutionality of congress' delegation 
of power to the 
interstate 
com 
merce commissions to fix railroad 
rates without action by either con­ 
gress or the 
president 
and there 
certainly is no greater power con­ 
tained in the flexibility provisions 
It. 1» interesting to recall that 40 
years ago, in the case of field ver­ 
sus Clark, thr supreme court held 
constitutional power 
delegated 
to 
the president to m ake certain t.irin 
changes without such advisory lr- 
form ation as that furnished by a 
tariff commission.
